To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  Maltby  Urban  District  Council 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I s have  the  honour  to  submit  my  22nd  and  final  Annual  Report 
as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  I  was  appointed  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  on  1st  April,  1925,  and  relinquished  my  duties  on 

50th  April,  1947. 


Maltby  was  created  an  Urban  District  six  months  before 
my  appointment.  The  new  Urban  District  was  constituted  from  the 
Maltby  parish  of  Rotherham  Rural  District  together  with  250  acres 
from  the  parish  of  S taint on  in  Doncaster  Rural  District.  This 
contained  the  shafts  and  pit  buildings  of  Maltby  Main  Colliery. 


The  District  at.,  that  time  had  a  population  of  9,200  and 
contained  1,832  houses;,  including  525  houses  in  the  old  model 
village  built  in  1909,  366  houses  in  the  Grange  Lane  Estate  built 
between  1925  and  1924,  and  the  Addison  Grove  estate  which  at  that 
time  consisted  of  Leslie  Avenue  and  the  Hall  Estate.  There  wore 
in  addition,  the  old  houses  of  tho  original  Maltby  village. 

The  rateable  value  of  tho  Urban  District  in  1925  was 
£35,267  and  tho  amount  realised  by  a  penny  rate  was  £148. 

Almost  the  whole  of  tho  male  population  of  Maltby  was 
engaged  in  tho  mining  industry  and  employment  y/gs  errs. tic  following 
t'hc  colliery  disaster  of  July  1923.  The  amount  of  parish  relief 
paid  out  in  tho  year  v/as  £5,384, 

The  number  of  births  in  1925  .was  334  which  gave  tho  high 
birth  rate  of  36  per  thousand,  Tho  death  rate  was  11  per  thousand. 
The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  was  high  at 
107  per  thousand,  and  this  compared  unfavourably  with  75  per  thousand 
for  England  and  Wales. 


Tho  Maternity,  Child  Welfare  and  School  Clinic  was  hold 
oach  Wednesday  at  Maltby  Wesleyan  Sunday  School.  Midwifery  was 
carried  on  by  throe  Queen’s  Nurses  of  the  Maltby  Nursing  Association, 


In  1925,  90/£  of  the  houses  wore  supplied  directly  with  water 
iTrom  the  Council’s  mains  but  the  supply  was  erratic  during  the  summer 
rmonths  and  many  parts  of  the  district  were  without  water  for  as  long 
as  a  week  at  a  time. 


In  1925,  660  houses  in  tho  old  model  village  wore  on  the 
waste  water  closet  system. 


Public  cleansing  was  by  contract  and  cost  about  £1,000 

per  annum. 


There  wore  three  elementary  schools  in  tho  district  at  that 
time,  Maltby  Crags  School,  Maltby  Church  School  and  Stone  School. 

I  have  itemised  below  a  few  outstanding  features  mentioned 
in  my.  Annual  Reports  during  tho  past  22  years s, 

1926  -  Maltby  Hall  School  was  opened. 

1927  -  A  smallpox  epidemic  began.  There  were  151  smallpox 

cases  in  an  outbreak  which  continued  for  three  years 
beginning  in  September,  1927.  . Fortune t.  >y  tho  cases  woro 
of  a  mild  type  and  there  were  no  deaths.

I  noted  at  the  end  of  1926  there  were  sixty-fivo 
empty  Colliery  Company  houses  in  the  district 
The  main  water  supply  was  improved  by  the.  erection 
of  storage  tanks  at  Grange  Lane, 


1928  -  A  Health  and  Baby  Week  was  held, 

1930  -  The  first  full-time  Sanitary  Inspector  was  appointed 

on  January  1st, 

Arrangements  were  made  for  Maternity  cases  to  bo  taken 
to  the  Montagu  Hospital  at  Mexborough. 

1931  -  Direct  scavenging  was  taken  over  by  the  Council. 

There  was  an  epidemic  of  cerebro-spinal  fever  With 
75  cases,  of  whom  28  died.  This  epidemic  subsided 
early  in  1932  when  only  three  cases  occurred. 

The  Census  showed  that  the  population  was  10,013. 

New  C.ouncil  houses  of  a  better  type,  of  which  78  wore 
built  during  the  year,  began  an  alteration  in  tho 
appearance  of  the  to wn  which  has  continued  ever  since. 

1932  -  Maltby  Grammar  School  and  new  Infant  School  were 

erected . 


1934  -  There  were  28  cases  of  diphtheria  with  7  deaths. 

Diphtheria  immunisation  was  introduced  for  the  first 
time  and  768  children  received  protective  treatment. 
Forty-nine  cases  of  food  poisoning  occurred  due  to  a,n 
infection  by  Gaertner!s  bacillus  accidentally  added  to 
food  by  a  butcher Ts  assistant. 

The  Open-Air  Swimming  bath  at  the  bottom  of  the  Crags 
was  opened. 

1935  -  The  first  private  midwife  took  up  practice  in  the 

district. 

Shortage  of  water  necessitated  a  supply  being  obtained 
from  the  Doncaster  and  Tickhill  Joint  Water  Board. 

Scarlet  fever  was  troublesome  with  202  cases. 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria  was  considerably  increased. 
More  than  1,000  children  were  immunised  and  the  number  of 
cases  of  the  disease  fell  to  28. 

1937  -  The  Council  held  a  Health  Week  from  15th  -  20th  November. 

This  was  very  successful. 

1938  -  A  County  midwife  was  appointed  by  the  County  Council 

and  midvi/Ifery  cases  were  admitted  to  Listordale 
Maternity  Home  for  the  first  time. 

The  Open-Air  Swimming  bath  was  closed  as  the  water  supoply 
from  the  spring  supplying  it  was  found  to  be  contaminated. 
An  Overcrowding  Survey  was  carried  out  and  25  houses 
were  found  to  be  overcrowded  according  to  the  Housing, 

Act  standards. 

1939  -  Public  cleansing  was  taken  over  by  the  Health  Department; V 


1941  —  Arrangements  were  made  for  130  cases  of  scabies  to 

receive  treatment  at  Swallownest  Isolation  Hospita’l, 

1943  -  1,036  children  were  Immunised  against  diphtheria  &nd  41 

cases  of  scabies  were  treated  at  Swallownest. 


In  my  22  years  service  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the 
population  of  Maltby  Urban  District  has  increased  from  9,200  to  11,270. 
The  number  of  houses  In  tho  district  has  increased  from  1,832  to  2,712! 
The  rateable  value  is  now  £41,819  and  the  product  of  a  penny  rate  has 
grown  from  £148  to  £158.  The  birth  rate  has  fallen  from  37  per  thousand 
to  22  per  thousand  and  the  infantile  mortality  rate  from  107  per  thousand 
births  to  63  per  thousand  births-.  The  number  of  cases  on  the  Tuberculosis 
Register  has  decreased  from  236  to  61  over  the  past  22  years. 


The  appearance  of  the  town  has  been  completely  transformed  with 
modern  houses,  new  schools  and  public  buildings.  Public  services 

havG.also  been  brought  up  to  a  better  standard.  Over  99% 

^  houses  m  the  district  are  on  the  main  water  supply.  Hospital.

96  deaths  were  registered  during  the  year.  This  gives  a  crude 
death  rate  of  9.4  per  thousand  of  the  population. 

The  death  rates  for  the  War  years  were  1939  -  7.6,  1940  -  12.2, 
1941  -  8.9,  1942  -  8,6,  1943  -  9.6,  1944  -  8,6,  1945  -  8,8  and 
1946  -  9,4. 

The  death  rates  are  all  low  compared  with  the  rates  of  they  rest 

of  the  country  but  some  allowance  must  be  made  for  tho  ago  c-onstitution 
of  the  population. 

With  the  high  birth  rates  recorded  in  Maltby  In  tho  past  twenty 
one  years  tho  average  ago  of  the  community  must  be  much  less  than  that 
of  most  other  districts.  The  crude  death  rate  for  England  and  Walos 
in  1946  was  11.5. 


Infant  Mortality, 


22  children  under  one  year  of  age  died  during  the  year.  The 
infantile  mortality  rate  was  74.

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Of  the  22  ■  infant  deaths ,  9  were  due  to  prematurity,  congenital 
deformities  and  congenital  feebleness,  8  were  due  to  pneumonia  (mainly 
in  the  latter  half  of  the  first  year),  1  to' ’"who oping  cough  and  4  to 
gastro  enteritis.  There  is  no- doubt  that  more  than  half  of  these 
infant  deaths  aould  have  been  prevented' with  better  maternal  care  and 
better  home  conditions*  •  .  .  /

It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  percentage  of  children  immunised 
under  5  years  of  age  is  calculated  upon  the  registrar  General’s 
estimate  of  the  total  child  population  under  5  years.  This  includes 
children  under  12  months  of  age  who  are  not  usually  immunised. 
Similarly  the  percentage  of  children  immunised  under  15  years  of 
age  is  based  upon  a  similar  calculation. 

There  were  3  cases  of  proved  diphtheria  during  the  year  with 
no  deaths , 

Two  of  the  three  cases  of  diphtheria  had  been  immunised.

The  Council  obtains  vrater  from  Sheffield  Corporation’s 
Redmires  Supply  through  the  Wickersley  Service  reservoir  of  Rotherham 
Rural  District  Council.  Thi3. amounts  to  120,000  gallons  per  day. 

The  remainder  of  the  supply  is  derived  from  the  Doncaster  and  Tickhill 
Joint  Water  Board.  This  water  is  14  degrees  of  hardness  and  causes 
a  certain  amount  of  furring  up  the  back  boilers  and  a  heavier 
consumption  of  soap. 

Bacteriological  examinations  of  both  supplies  were  satisfactory 
during  the  year.

The  Wood  Lea  Sev^age  works  are  in  poor  condition.  No  new 
sewerage  works  were  constructed  in  1946,

The  West  Riding  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the  treatment  of 
tuberculosis  in  the  Maltby  Urban  District. 

Dispensary  Services. 

The  Dispensary  for  the  district  is  situated  at  Carnson  House, 
Moorgate,  Rotherha^i,  and  is  equipped  with  a  modern  X-ray  plant. 

Sessions  are  held  every  Friday  at  10  a.m.  and  2  p.m.  by  the 
C onsultant ^ Tuberculos Is  Officer  (Dr,  H,  A,  Crowther)  and  the  Assistant: 
Tuberculosis  Officer  (Dr.  E.  J#  c.  Groves),  These  specialist  Officers 
are  available  for  appointment  for  consultation  with  the  General 
Practitioners  in  the  area.
